MY telegram No, 141, last paragraph. 

Negotiations were interrupted by correspondence re Shah's proposal to proceed to. 
Enrope. Cabinet, however, feel thoy must proceed with them without delay, as 
incidence [sic] of these discussions is resulting in hanging up of all questions of 
administrative reforms, which hinge directly or indirectly on ultimate understanding 
arrived at with us, For instance, it seems to them useless to be revising budget of 
Cossack division or gendarmerie if all such questions are soon to be examined by a 
British Military Commission. Again, they hesitate to take [? new] contracts into lively 
consideration if they are shortly going to have a financial expert to advise upon such 
matters, Furthermore, the negotiations of Anglo-Persian Oil Company are making 
good progress and seem certain to include [2a] large loan, and it would be convenient 
to getiour own business and that of the company through simultaneously ; but first 
essential is to. cronte an atmosphere conducive to favourable reception of results 
achieved, and Cabinet beg me to urge His Majesty’s Government to give them material 
for [?captivatling popwar sentiment. ‘They make the following suggestions :— 

1, Permission to announce readiness of His Majesty's Government to employ or 
encoutage Persian capital for construction of necessary railways.

{? Western] Mesopotamia, she asks that remainder of Kurdistanbo given to Persia, 
and not indluded in Armenian principality. 

Tistly. We might notify our readiness to provide Persia, on payment, with all 
arms, munitions, and equipment neeted for proposed nniform force as required. 


In foregoing paragraplis Thave morely put forward Cabinet's: suggestions as-put 
to mo; but it seems to me that inrezard toseveral items wo could afford to meet their 
isles to some xtont without any serious projudice to our own interests, In ‘conclusion, 
I take tho opportunity to touch briefly on Foroign Department telegram No, 99 S. 
of 28th January. Leannot help fecling that Goverment of India aro still thinking on 
the lines of six months ago, and that thoy do not adequately realise the complete 
change which has come over (? face) of situation, When wo have all the cards in our 
hands why still follow lines of least resistauco?

As regards the remark that Thad mado at our previous. interview, to the effect 
that the Persian Goverment at the same time that hey wore seoking advice from ts 
were making overtures to other Governments, the Minister assured me that no such 
negotiations had taken place with the French Government, and that, if any suggestions 
a8 to the appointment of a French Financial Adviser: had been made, they must have 
emanated from Tehran, Ho went on to give mo similar assurances a4 regards Persian 
overtures to the American Goyernment, which he declared had not: gone beyond the 
exchange of civilities at a dinner table, 

Tsaid that I was sorry to have to tell him that Thad the best reasons for believing 
that the reverso was the case, and that direct attompt to interest tho United’ States in 
the financial and administrative future of Poraia had made, 

‘The Minister was somewhat staggered. at information, and could attribute it 
oaly, as he said, to the machinations of one of (his countrymen named Ali Kuli Khan, 
‘This individual, after an adventurous career, in the course ‘of which ke had been a 

bi preacher, a dealer in America, Chargé d'Affaires in the Persian Legation in 
Washington, and the husband of an American wife, had turned up in Paris and 
attached himself in some capacity or other ta the Persian délegation there. 

‘The Persian Minister relieved me from the duty of informing him that this 
individual was an adventurer of the worst description by himself describing him as a 
charlatan : a confession on his part which rendered it easy for me to point out that the 
Soouer the connection of this geatleman with the Pentian delegates in Paris was, 
suspended the better for every party concerned. 

‘The Minister then went on to say that Mushaver-ul-Mamalek, to whom he had 
explained my views, would be quite ready to come hero and ascertain whatever T hal 
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to tell him with regard to British policy or intentions in Persia, after which he would 
go back to Paris and discuss the matter with Mz. Balfour, or place my opinions, 
together with his own policy founded upon’ them, before the Peace Conference, 

had! to inform the Minister that he was under a graye misapprehension if he 
thought that I could accept either alternative, Mr. Balfour had, I said, remitted the 
matter to the Voreign Office here, and he would, I felt sure, object to a two-fold 
discussion going on at the same time in London and in Paris, As regards the Peace 
Conference, I was not in the least prepared to make proposals of any description which 
should be discussed by that body. 

‘The Minister then asked me what advice I was prepared to offer as regards the 
admission of the Persian representatives to the Conference. 

I declined to give any at all. I pointed ont that the Persians had sent a delegation 
to Paris, unasked by anyone, on their own responsibility; that their admission rested 
with the leading members of the Conference and not with me; and that, if they were 
heard there, I had not the slightest ground of complaint, although I personally could 
not. give any encouragement to the suggestion. Ou the other hand, in the press of 
work with which the Conference was overwhelmed, it seemed to me extremely unlikely 
that any time would be found for Persia, who had not been a belligerent and whose 
cage for being heard was the reverse of strong. 

‘The Minister again pressed me to see Mushaver-wl-Mamalek before the hearing at 
the Petco Conference took place, and said that the amour-propre of Persia would be 
deeply wounded if she were not admitted, 

replied that I should be very sorry that anything should take place which would 
injure the pride or lower the self-esteem of his country or Government, but thé 
responsibility was that of others, and not mine. My position, I repeated, was perfectly 
Clear, and Thad taken steps to make it known to his Government in ‘Tehran. 1 was 
quite prepared to sce: Motareen Ane ‘and to hive the fribkest and most friendly 
convéraation with him under either of two conditions the first was that, if the Persian case: 
wwas stated to the Peace Conference and little or no satisfaction was derived from that 
ody, the Minister for Foroign Affairs should then come here and ask me what advice 
1 was prepared to tender; tho second condition was that he should come here as soon 
as he pleased for the suggested conversation, but in that case I said it must be clearly 
understood that the Porsian delegates abindoned their desire to appeal to the 
Conference and regarded the matter as one for settlement between Persia and Gredt 
Britain, 

Tonce more told the Minister that the Persian Government conld not expect to: 
ride two horses with success, whether they were London and Paris or the British 
Government and foreign Governments, 1 think that this time he fully understood 
what I meant, and he went away with the avowed intention of passing on the 
information’ to the Minister for Foreign Affairs in Paris.

Persian would now see what England would do, and to what her previous 
‘assurances wouldamount. He declared that what he had really said had been grossly 
trayestied, and that he. had not been shown, as he was promised, a copy uf the 
interview ‘before it, was published. How could, he said, anyone suspect him of being 
Germanophil, when that country and her allies, the Turks, had done bis country the 
greatest possible wrong during the war, Ido not think that Hussein Kuli Khan had 
‘any intention in coming to see mo of endeavouring to olear himself of any charge of pro- 
Hunnism, the remark reported above merely came out because the conversation took « 
turn which called it forth. 

Thave known Hussein Kuli Khan for many years, and I found him just the same: 
honest self-opinionated man that haye alwaysiknown him. Incidentally,he acknowledged. 
in the course of conversation that the Persians are not fit to manage their own 
financial affairs, and said, with a smile, that no one was more aware of this than 
himself, seeing that he had not touched a penny of salary since he bad been in Berlin. 
He had lived, he said, on the proceeds of a property ut Shiraz which he bad sold, 
We didnot discuss Persian affairs at any length, as T said that Thad no authority to. 
do 80, and he professed himself to be ignorant of the present state of affairs, but I saw. 
from the little that was said that, although ho greatly hopes that His Majesty's 
Government, will now find it possible to comé-to Persiu’s ussistance, he would still be 
unwilling, as in the past, that she should put horself’ frankly and eonfidently under the 
iqiidance of her benefactor, 

T had not seen Taquizadeh before. He impressed me fayourably, and I satisfied 
myself that he had not come here with any Bolshevik ideas in his head. He is

expansion, became in the Caucasus a neighbour of Persia, Faithful to her Imperialistio

ning of the nineteenth century she found a pretext for decliring-war upon Persia. 
‘The latter defended herself valiantly, but was defeated by superior forces, and thus was. 
compelled to give up*s part of her territory. ‘The Russian Government was not 
satisfied. with this initial success, For, after some years, it again attacked Persia and 
wrested from her another and more important portion of her patrimony, at the sime 
time coleeting a lige indemnity. Sinee this viotory and the Treaty of Tnreomantehy, 
which was imposed on Persia in 1828 by force of arms, Russia never ceased for a whole 
century to weaken and annihilate the Persian State, Russia desired to compel under 
her yoke.a people reduced to impotency. She prevented Persia from exploiting hur 
natral resources. Moreover, in her relations with Persia and the Persians Russia 
adopted a harsh and orrogant axtitude, 

‘The interests: which Great Britain bad in Persia forced resistance to the Russian 
enetration. ‘This conflict of interests of a whole centnty terminated in the Anglo- 
ussian Converition of 1907, which divided Persia into two “spheres of influence.”

forces, and to hang or exile the Nationalists. These oppressive measures did not, 
however, stop the advocates of liberty, who would not cease to defend their cause, 
notably in Azerbaidjan. 

But the Russian Government, using us pretext the troubles provoked by itself 
and insisting upon the necessity to protect and feed the Russian subjects at Tabriz, 
sont troop into Azerbaidjan, ‘This notwithstanding the fact that the life and) groperty 
of foreigners had always been respected in Persia, even during the two yeats of the 
Persian revolution, Russia did not stop even at that. 

While the Liberals were overcoming the forces of the reactionaries and suoseeded 
to re-establish the Parliament in 1909, the Russians redoubled their efforts to intimidate 
them ; and, pretending the need for assuring public order ane tranquillity, they brought

I have the 
honour fyrther to enclose herewith copy of « memorandum by Mr. ©. , Stevens, 
British vice-consul at Tabriz, on the Chaldeans (or Assyrians) of Urmia and Salmas,

the events of 1915 or the history Ob the refugees previous to their evacuation of the 
Unmia district and arrival at the refugee camps in Mesopotamia, iy 

Turning to the present situation, I enclose a further short: ape from M. Nikitine, 
lately Russian vice-consul at Urmia, reproducing a letter from the Assyrian National

‘The views of the Government of India, as conveyed in the Viceroy's telegram of 
the 24th April, have already been’ communicated to the Secrotary of State for Foreign 
Affairs, Secretary Montagu, while recognising the force ‘of the cotisiderations 
advanced by the Government of India, does not altogether share the conclusions at 
which they have arrived. It is true that the arrangements in contemplation involve 
the risk of some increase of British political and military commitments in Persia, But 
thic disudvanityge—serious us it undoubtedly. ia—is, in. Mr. Montague opinion, more 
than outweighed by the benefits to be expected from the succeuaful ‘accomplishment of 
tho objects which His Mnjesty's Government hive in view. 

‘The events of the last five years have amply demonstrated the danger to India, 
and to the British Empire asa whole, of a Persia too weak to Sauteel her internal 
diasensions or to resist Aggression from outside. ‘Thanks lar, ely to Sir P. Cox's skilful 
diplomacy, an Spportunity now offers of permanently aire Abetide situation 
by the gradual restoration of the mabonely of the Persian Government, and the 
consequent liberation of the eountry from conditions. of elironic anarchy. ' Such an 
CHEUNG lias never presented itaele before, and, if allowed to stip, may never recur, 

jowing. the matter from the general political’ standpaint, Mr. Montagu would-be 
prepared to run the risks indicated by the'Governniont of India for ube sake of results 
So beneficial both to Persia and to ourselves. 

Turing to the financial aspects of the question, Mr. Montagu finds himself’ 
general agreement with the views expressed in Lord Curzo 
17th April.” In view of the Goverament of India’s atrony opp 
commitments in Persia, Mr. Montagu is not: prepared to it his Council (nor could he

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the Persian Government, to be adequately sooured upon Persian public revenues, He 
regards the personal demands of the Shah as altogether extravagant. 

Mentagn 
would venture to suggest that the whole question might be discussed at un warly dato 
by the Inter-Departmental Committee that deals with Eastern affairs, 

ince the above was written, Foreign Office letter of the 30th April bas been 
received. The attitude of the Lords Commissioners of the Treasury. seems to make 
arly disonssion by the Titer-Departmental Committee moro than ever desivablo, and 
Mr. Montagu hopes that their Lordships will be reprtbeuled at the meeting.

No mention is made in draft whether Ioan would be in sterling or in local 
currency. ormer alternative would be greatly preferable, because of less difficulty in 
remission of funds. 

We are hopeful that you may be able to give us a revised draft on above lines 
with which we can go to ‘Treasury. x

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a Persian merchant of Shiraz ‘The party arrived at Kum on the 25th March, and in 
uccordance with the understanding we had with the Prime Minister and the commandant 
of the gendarmerie, who had been supplied. with all information regarding their move- 
ments, they were duly arrested on arrival at Kum and proved to be Wassmuss and his 
‘companions. 

‘On the 27th Mareb, i.e,, after the news of the arrest of Wassmuss had become 
known in Tebran, the Spanish Minister personally handed to Mr, Scott—s Lwas out— 
the letter of which a copy is enclosed, in which I was informed that he had learnt that 
His Majesty's Government had yranted a safe-conduct to M, Wassmuss, and requested 
me to communicate with His Majesty's consul ut Shiraz with a view to facilitating 
Wassmuse’s repatriation to Germany vik Bushire. At this time M. de Romero was 
aware of Wassmuss's arrest, and, in fact, asked Mr. Scotty what we had decided to do 
with him, go that he ht reply to Madrid. Mr, Scott auswered that the safe-conduct, 
as far as he Pata had been promised on certain conditions, which Wassmuss 
had not accepted, und there could consequently be no question of his being hauded over 
‘to the German Legation as suggested. 

Meanwhile M. Sommer, tho chancellor in charge of the German Legation, who 
had doubtless been in touch with Wassmuss and knew of his movements and arrest, had 
received a communication from the Spanish Minister, dated the 26th March, which 
‘Vossough-ed-Dowleh has shown me nally. He promptly took this letter to the 
Prime Minister and, on the strength of it, preesed ins ently for Wassmuss to be set at 
liberty and handed to the German Legation. On hearing of this from the Prime 
Minister's Chef de Cabinet, and being asked whether it would be possible to comply, I 
* informed the Prime Minister that such a course seemed out the question, and requested 
nocordunce with the understanding: previously arrived at between him and 
mo, the fugitives should be handed over to this Legation for repatriation via Kasvin, 
Ow understanding the precisa circumstances the Prime Minister did uot hesitate to 
comply, and issued instructions accordingly. 

‘The prisoners, who had arrived in Tebran under gendarmerie escort on the evening 
of the 29th March, were brought to the Legation the following morning, M. Wassmuss's 
conduct. was obstreperous, as will be seen from the enclosed copy of a report by 
Captain Connolly, acting for military attaché in the latter's temporary absence, and by 
Cuptain Crowe, who proceeded to Kasvin in charge of the party on the morning of the 
30th. On the lst April I received your telegram No, 185 of the 29th March, 

In a letter to Vossough-ed-Dowleh, dated the 2nd April, I explained the cireum- 
atances to his Highness, and I also sent a copy of my letter toM. de Romero, Copies 
of these letters and of M, de Romero's reply ate,enclosed, as algo is a copy of my letter 
to Vossough-od-Dowleh expressing. appreciati&n of the co-operation of the Persian 
Government,

ACCORDING to previous arrax ith C li 
ones x ngeinent with Colonel Gleerup, Officer Commandin, 
ore ip eaaatetiS the two Germans, Wassmusa and Ocrtel, aa sent on the ie 
Bagh Shak, Tie’) 298, under gendarmerie escort from gendarmerie, barrwoks, at 
GaghsiShahi, Tehran, in a closed carriage to His Britannic Majesty's Legation, Tehran, 
handéd over to the British authorities for conveyance to Kasvin, where they wero 
to be dotained pending instructions, 
‘A pata escort under Captain R, M. Crowe, 2/6 Devons, consisting of one lancd= 
capers and four men, armed, were to take this party to Kasvin by motor. 
aajecn' 2730 Ant, Wassinuss and Oortel, as described above, arrived at His Britannic 
uesty’s Legation. I asked them to leave the carriage that they had arrived in, and 
Fo jhatioe was taken of my request. On asking a sooond time Oartel left the curtings, 
hen repeated my request to Wassmuss, who answered “No.” I then turned to the 
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British escort and said, “‘Turn out that man.” One of the escort immediately caught 
hold of Wassmuss and endeavoured to pull him out; but he struggled and held on to 
the seat and sides of the carriage, A second man of the escort went round to the other 
side of the carriage and endervoured to eject him, without success, Wassimuss still 
struggling and holding on. Captain Crowe then instructed the two men of the escort 
to ‘fix: bayonets” and turn him out. 

Wassmuss was struck with a bayonet slightly once or twice and still would not 
Teave: Eventually by catching hold’ of his fect, he was pulled out of the carriage and 
fell on his back, where he lay and refused to nlove, Tt was necessary to pull him along 
She ground to the military attashd’s office, «(distance of shout 12 yards, whero he was 
searched for any papers, arms, Ge, He lay on the ground during this procedure, but 
offered no resistance, Several papers, &e,, which were found in his possession were 
hinnded to Captain Crowe, who took them to Kasvin. 

Oertel offered no resistances whatever and voluntarily emptied his pockets of their 
contents. 

Tt was considered necessary, in view of the behaviour of Wassmuss, to bind his 
ankles together with rope and carry him to the motor-car, where his arms were strapped 
to the side of the car, ertel was atrappéu by the arms algo, and both were warned by 
Captain Crowe that if they attempted to escape the escort would not hesitate 'to shoot,

1 HAVE the hononr to refer to the correspondence ending with Foreign Office 
telegram No. 836 dated the 28rd June, 1918, on the subject of the claims of his 
Majesty's Government and 


Highness Prince Farman Parma and his family upon His 
the extent of our obligations to them, 

Tt appears ftom’ the record that Sir Charles Marling felt that the response of ia 
Majesty's Government to the recommendations made in his teley No, 549 of the 
16th June, 1918, fell ao far short of what he considered would satisfy his Highness or 
could advisedly be communicated to him by this legation that he’ decided to take no 
‘ction upon ity and there the matter stood when ‘assumed charge of this legation, 

T understood ftom. my predecessor that he contemplated muking personal 
representations on arrival in England, 

His Highness Firuz Miran Nusret-ed-Dowleh approached, ma on the subjeou soon 
after T arrived, andat first T was able to put him off with the argument that: the 
situation had changed so much as ito make the matter leea urgent, and it would be 
better to see the result of Sir Charles Marling’s representations to the Foreign Oflice, 

Revently, however, both he and his father have returned to the attack, und aa we 
must sooner or later give them a reply, I do not think there is any object to he gained 
hy fencing with the matter farther. 

Father aud son consider that they have received assurasices in prineiplo, and. tht 
it is only » question of their being detined. They base their’ claim to this extent on 
Sir Charles Marling’s lotter to the Farman Farma of the 3rd November, 1915, of which 
Tattach a copy.* 

‘The precise losses for which the family claim consideration are embodied in the 
following paragraphs : 


1. As regards their” properties situate in azar jan, mostly in Matagha, on, the 
border of Sonjbulak and Read most of their villyges have been in the Russo- 
Turkish Sighting xone, and Bav6 been bombarded and laid raster by both parties and 
snbioquenty overrun by disbanded troops, Neatly all houses and: other buildin 
have been gutted or destroyed by the removal of all woodwork, All live-stook, both’ Re 
agricultural use and for breeding purposes, have been looted or consumed. ‘They 
estimate that the cost of repairing the damage would he not less than, 500,000 tomans, 
and the loss of revenue suffered, 250,000 tomans, 

2. Properties at Assadabad on the Kermanshah-Hatnadan rond 

‘Thest baye not suffered so much in the way of destruction, hut both Turks and 
Russians were in possession of the tract and lived on it, paying for part of what they 
took in worthless paper money. ‘They claim losses in this area of'200,000!tomuns, | 


‘They of course do not expect us to refund them these losses, but they urge that, 
in view of the undoubted and unwavering services they have rendered to us in difficult 
times, it is incumbent on us, now that we aré in a position to do so, to see thut they. 
obtain prompt reparation. His Highness the Farian Farma has recently pub foryard 
the suggestion that if we retain conttal of Mesopotamia we should revampeuse then 
without inflicting undue burden on ourselves by granting the family, on lease, w tract 
of Saniyeh property in Mesopotamia, I inenition the suggestion in case it should be * 
considered to form & possible method of solution. - 

As regards the title of the family to our assistance, Sir Charles Marling is batter 
able to speak from personal experience than I am, but T certainly think that we do owe 
them a very great debt of obligation, and that we are bound to wequit ourselves of it in 
some measure and in some form. T can only subinit the fucta of the case for the wise 
consideration of His Majesty's Government.

He 
did not attach the least importanoe to her bluff ot bravado, She was only attempting 
to profit by the alleged disigreement between the Allies, She bad nothing to sustain 
her in resistance, nothing to fall back upon in retreat; and, if only a firm front were 
exhibited to her, she would without a shadow of doubt give way, That, ab’ any rate, 
was his forecast ‘of the future, Further, his Exeelleney remarked that, while it was 
the general impression in Paris that the British Prime Minister and the American 
President had hitherto acted for the most part in combination, and had’ promoted each 
other's views, on this ofeasion President: Wilsonts eympathies were said Te-with the 
French rather than with oursel The Ambassador was the more concerned at the 
existence of these gerious differences between our two. countries, beemuse he believed 
them to originate from internal political considerations affecting the British Government + 
mai alone, He felt ced that if was in response to Socialist pressure that: 
the British representatives had taken np thia line, If this were so, he thought that it 
would greatly increase the already considerable momentum that had been acquired by 
international Socialistio propaganda during the pst few months.

E ASKED the American Ambassador to come and see me this afternoon, in 
order to acquaint him, as Thad previously omitted to do, with the recent conclusion 
of the agreement between His Majesty's Goyeriuuent and Persia, 1 told him, 
however, that his Government lind not been kept in entire ignorance of the’ matter, 
because, when I was.in Paris some months ago, I, bad called upon Colonel Hote, 
specially to mention to him the nature of the negotiations in which I was engaged, 
and Thad asked him to inform President’ Wilson on the matter, co that the President 
might be guided in his attitude towards the Persian Delegation in Paris, should 
their claim to be heard at:the Peace Conference be entertained. Colonel Honse had 
subsequently told-me that he-had informed the President, 1 had. no. reason, 
therefore, to suppose that what had since passed would meet with anything but 
American approval. :

Lord Curzon's Speech on Persia at the Banquet gigan im honour of His Highness 
Prince Nosret-ed-Dowleh at the Carlton Hotel on September 18, 1919. 


FOLLOWING thie toast of “ The King’? and “The Shah of Persia,’ Lord 
Curzon submitted toast in honour of the guest of the evening. He said '*We 
welcome our guest of this evening in several capacities, We welcome him on 
personal grounds as one of the foremost statesmen of his country, as a, true and 
consistent and Joyal friend of Great, Britain—(oheets)—and as one jointly 
interested in the agreement which has recently been concluded between his Goyern- 
ment and ours. (Hear, hear.) We welcome him also’ as the forerunney’ of his 
Sovereign, His Majesty the Shah, who we hope will be amongst us in a few. weeks’ 
time, and to whom) we can assure on the oceasion of his first: visit to this country 
a most-cordial and, indeed, an enthusiastic welcome, (Cheers.) ‘Thirdly, wo 
welcome our guest as the representative, a most competent representative, of a 
nation which we regard with the warmest sympathy and affection, and to whom 
we are bound, both in the past and, I hope, in the future, still more by, the closest 
of ties. 

His Highness comes here at a moment when the agreement to which I referred 
has just been concluded. between his Government and, ours. ‘This agreement, 
perhaps not in its form, but in its essence, is no new thing. During the last. 120 
Yeats—it-is exactly that time since the first British enyoy went to the shores of 
Persia—the relations of Great Britain and Persia haye, T thik, been more close, 
more intimate, than those of any other foreign Power. During a considerable part 
of that. time Russia, by virtue’ of her position in the north, her great and over- 
whelming power, exercised a very Rowerfal Political influence in Persia. Other 
countries—France, Belgium, the United States—have in’ their seyerall ways 
contributed a great deal to the development and administrative improvement of 
that country. But reviewing the whole field of international’ action during the 
Tast century and more, I think the ties that have united our country with that, of 
our gnest haye been on the whole the most intimate’ of, all, 





British Influence. 


For more than a century British influence in the Persian Gulf has been 
supreme, At the beginning of the'war Persia was the stene of much anxiety sind 
disturbance. German agents penetrated different: party of the country; wherever 
they’ went they were centres of activity, intrigue and sedition. ‘The Tunks in the 
earlier stages of the war swept across the border, and the internal conditions were 
ina state of great unrest, sometimes amounting almost toanarchy. Tn more recent 
times the Bolshevik activities have heen’ very conspicuous in the north, and remain 
at this moment no inconaiderable danger to the security of the Persian dominions, 
‘That Persia’ has escaped invasion, that’ her’ tevritovies are now’ inviolate and) her 
national life intact, is largely due‘to the: presence of British forces in her country 
and to the great syccess of the British advance in Mesopotamia. (Chieers,) I 
should be sorry to say anything to disparage the great, services rendered by the 
Russian forces on the north-western front. (Chieers.) 1 think it would not, be 
untrue to say that, assisted by them, we saved Persia, from the peril of invasion 
from the north-west, just as we hope to save Persia ‘the activities of the 
Bolsheviks: now. : 

As the war ended it became evident that Persia must seele new guarantees for 
her external security, and her internal development and order in) the future. ‘The 
arrangement that existed before the war had broken down. 1 was never an ardent 
admirer of the Anglo-Russian Agreement. (Hear, hear:) On the gontrary, I 
criticised it severely in Parliament and elsewhere. I do not deny. that’ the 
agreement was framed’ with the most’ excellent and sincere inténtions, with the 
object of putting an end to the rivalry between Russia and Great Britain/in Persia. 
But it aroused, I believe, the unchanging suspicion and resentment of the Persitin 
people. regard that agreement as dead, (Hear, hear.) It is only owing 
the fact that there has been for some time’no Russian Government with whom we 
were in relations, and to whom we could turn. that we haye not sought the definite 
abrogation of that agreement. But in-my judgment—and I speak probably for the 
Russians and well os for myself—that agreement, may be regarded as having been 
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\Wiped off the slate, Ido not believe that anything like it is likely to be resuscitated 
by the Government of my country. (Hear, hear-) 

‘About a year and a quarter ago there came mto power in Persia the present 
Prime Minister, a largeminded and patriotic man, He enjoyed the confidence of 
fis Sovereign, and associated himself with capable and influential colleagues, not 
the least of them our guest on my right, (Hear, hear.) A little while later we 
sont to Persia as our representative Sir Perey Cox, who for many years had been 
resident in the Persian Gulf and had exercised exceptional influence. He went to 
Teheran, aiid speedily established friendly relations where he found a willingness 
to proceed towards some new agreement between the two Powers. At this end T 
entered into negotiations with Persia, [have always been a sincere and outspoken 
friend of Persian nationality, I regard Persia’ as a country. with a great history 
and a romantic past, one of the few surviving independent Mohammedan States of 
the world (Kear, igat)—which it is of vital interest, not, only. to ourselves, but to 
‘Asia, to keep alivewand to keep powerful, I know that country and the people to 
fe postestel of marked individuality and wational spicit,, too ardent to be 
suppressed, too valuable to be mubmerged., (Cheers) | Was, it not natural that 
Peasia, seeking to establish and stabilise her future, should turn to. us! | ‘The 
Russian Empire had temporarily disappeared, tte Turkish Empire was in 
dissolution, and can never be restored. Great ‘Britain remained the only. great 
and powerful neighbour to whom she could turn. 

Gur botndavies march with hers for hundreds of miles on. her southern frontier. 
Tor a century wo have pacified and policed the Gulf, At Mesopotamia we shall 
presently be her neighbonr on the west. z 

Tor every pound that has been spent by any other foreign Power in assisting 
the fortunes of Persia at Teast 1,002, has been spent by Great Britain, — (Cheers.) 
Th was an obvious interest to us'to have a peaceful and a prosperous Persia, and as 
Fogards Persia herself, i it were trme—and T do not think the most ardent Persian 
Mtriot would deny it—that external assistatice of some sort was necessary for 
her, was it not natural that to this country she should turn? 


Persia's Needs. 


‘As we surveyed the position in Persia at Teheran and in London, what was 
it that Persia wanted 16 make her strong and effective in the future? In the first 
place she wanted guarantees for internal security and freedom from external 
gression. In other words, she must. have police force and. a military force 
Capable of prodticing and sustaining these conditions. 1 have always felt a great 
sympathy with the idea, that Persia should possess « single uniform force of her 
uwn—(cheers)—in which should be amalgamated and submerged all the various 
forcea—miktary and otherwise>that have grown up, and which have 
jdca of « mosiic in which international competition rather than the inter 
tho country itself was the prevailing factor. We have tong held tho view here that 
Pa was entitled to her own military force, and, if so, she would need expert 
‘assistance in organising it. ‘The second condition that Persia seemed to demand 
vas a good internal administration, for which competent and experienced advisers 
would be required. ‘The third was sound finance, and I do not hesitate to say that, 
With w sound finaneia) administration the revenues of the country may be greatly 
multiplied and that the potential sources of income may make Persia not only a 
prseperons ‘but a wealthy country. (Cheers.) ‘The fourth consideration was 

ter communications, I would snggest that the time is'come when the whole 
roblem of the internal communications of Persia needs most careful"consideration. 
"et the problem be grappled with as a whole, and instead of talking in the Foreign 
Offices of Europe, let us act inthe Foreign Offices of London and Teheran. Lastly, 
there was the development of Persia's resources and openings for her trade, I 
do not doubt at all'that if peaceful conditions can be re-established there is a very 
greav opening for an enhanced and a Tucratiye’ Persian trade in. the future, 

‘Theae were the conditions in London and Teheran we had in view. In the 

Agreement we commenced by & most emphatic reiteration ‘of previous nndertakings 
ta respect the independence and intesrity of Persia, 1 myself put the words ** in 
the -most categorical manner ” into the agreement because T wanted there to be no 
donbt about it whatever: . (Cheers,) _ We can point with pride and satisfaction to 
the fact that, although we have sometimes during the last century been at war with 
Poriia, we have always respected her territorial integrity, and have never kept a 
yard of her territory. 
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A Bulwark for Peaoé. 


‘When we come to the independence of Persia, by which we mean the politi 
and national independence of the country, I SIRE er meee 
contended, chat the independence of Persia is a British as woll ay a Persian interest, 
Indeed our main interest in Persia is its mdependence. We do not want Persia 
to be a mere buffer on the frontiers of India:against our enemies. We want her to 
be @ bulwark for the ‘of the world.

Political Situation, 


AT the instance of His Majesty's Governmunt, His Imperial Majesty the Shah 
hastened his departure for Europe in order to pas through the Cauieaaus prior to the 
British evacuation.

Tn a banguet given on the Leth September last in hououn of Prings: Nosratud. 
Dovwleb, the British Minister for Foreign Affairs, Lord Curzon. had expressed a sound 
opinion on the special and traditional relations existing between the two countries, 
their mutual interests, the importance of the position of Persiavin Asia, and ‘the 
obligations which these, cousiderations impose upon. the British Government to help 
Persia. In the clearest language his Lordship, had explained the prinofpals of the 
integrity, full independence and the liberty of Persia in its international relations, and 
explained how the Agreement of the 9th August, 1919, wns in acoord with those 
principles. (His Lordship had further explained) that there is nothing ix the spivit of 
the sgreoment which would eurtal the sovaisiga rights, or the full liberty of Poraia, of 
would, in any way, be contrary to the relations between those two Governments and 
other vations. Lord Curzon considers the liberty and the authority of Persia tobe the 
bulwark of the peace of Asia and even that of the world He ‘considers thie. point 
essential in British interesta. ‘To dispel any doubt in this matter, hé gives one to 
understand that British assistance, in giving experts for the miliwury and financial 
organisation, and for the improvement and establishment of the means ‘of communi- 

isfor the purpose of strengthening the authority of the Persian Government 
under the above-mentioned principles, He also vives an explicit: undertakitig aa toy the 
support the Britisl) Government will afford to Persia in putting her claims forward at 
the Peace Conference in Paris, 

Although the above statements are riot new to me, and up to the present the real 
friendship existing between the two Governments has had no other objects still, in view 
of the resent agresmasnt aad tho differant consteuotionn pak on it, aad elap 48 view oF 
the fact that the above statements explain and strengthen the former guarantegs, the 
speech has been received and noted with the seriousness which becomes auch important 
and formal utteranices, 

Ty not need to repent that in admitting the mutual and indisputable interests 
of the two States the Persian’ Government consider the principles put/forward by. the 
British Minister for Foreign Afinirs the best aud firmest basis of relations between the 
two Governments, 

T feel confident thut with, goodwill on the part of thie two parties in carrying out the 
stipulations of the agreement in question Persia will; in the near future, with the mental 
help of the able experts, who enter the service of the Persian Government with the

THIS afternoon the Persian Foreign Minister renewed

is Highness somewhat startled me by producing a map—with an accompanyin, 
ype ext nation on ens nrerecera ant Tmcdioular rectlicatons of frottaer fee 
which his Government desired to press ub the Peacs Conference, and with rogard to 
which he sought our bucking ; for T discovered that two, at-least, of these rectifications 
involved very considerable and, as it apy to me, impracticuble extensions of 
Persian territory nt the expense of neighbours who would not be at all likely to 
acquiesce in the change. 

“The first proposal was for the annexation of a considemble tract of Kurdish 
territory lying across the Turco-Rersian frontier to the west of Lake Urmi, and eating 
right into the heart of the Kurdish country, 

T remarked that, as far as T remembered, this region had been for centuries in 
Turkish oooupation, Indeed, I could not remember that the greater part of it had in 
‘modern times ever been Persian at all. ‘he proposed new frontior went far beyond the: 
boundary line between Persia and Turkey which had been demareated ouly a short time 
before the beginning of the war. 

The Minister explained that this region was inhabited by Kurds, who were in the’ 
habit of moving across the ant frontier at certain seasons of the year, 

T said that I would look into the inatter, but I did not hold out to his Highness 
any hopes whatever that such a proposal could be profitably advanced, 

© The second proposed extension covered a considerable atva to the north af the 
River Aras (Araxes), and was meant to include in the Persian’ dominions a block of 
territory extending from the usighbouthpod of Brivan on the west to the Caspian Sea 
south of Baku on the east, ‘Che Minister defended this change on the ground that it 
would include the lands in.the. watershed of the River Aras. 

Tn this case, as in the former, I hinted thet: such w démand might not be at all’ 
favourably received by the neighbours of Persia on that side, - 
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‘The third reatification, about which his Highness did not say anything, but which 
‘on the map appears to be equally indefensible, involved the pushing out of the Persian 
frontier of Khorasan for a considerable distance in the direction of Mery and the River 
Murghab. 

f these are the kind of demands that the Persian Government expect us to put 
forward or £ secure on their behalf, Tam afreid that they will be exposed to very 
considerable: disappointment. 

ia Highness passed on to discus the question of talwayy, He ndked me to give 
an opinion ae to the form of arrangement’ which it would be best for the Persian 
Government to favour, involving as it does the respective parts to be played in the 
transaction by the Persian, Governiment on the one side and the constructing company 
on the other. 

T declined to give wroply. Tsaid that in India we had different railway systems. 
Some railways were constructed and owned by the State, Some wore constructed by 
companics and run by the State, Some were both constructed and ran by companies 
{had found that different systems were suited to different conditions, and their 
oxiatence side by side was sometimes useful 48/0 means of comparison and as a teat of 
fdministrative efiiciency. I thought it might well ke that/a uniform system for any 
futuro may chav might be Dulin Bowls. would nat be the best for the country. and 
that a better plan would be that each case should be judged on its merits, 

Whon his Highnera asked me whut was the system which T would advise for the 
first railway. which it was proposed to construct, I said that, should prefer to examine 
the various alternatives before offering an opinion on the subject, 

Th connection with railways, the Minister informed me that, during the conversa. 
tiona'in Paris in which he had sought to remove the suspicions of M. Berthelot with 
regard to the Anglo-Persian Agreement, and in which he Tied usked the. French what 
it was that they either complained of or desired in regard to Persia, M. Berthelot had 
indicated to him that a time might come when the French would be very much 
ntervsted in w line ruoning from ubreez to Tebran, and then aoross the north of Persia 
to Meshed, and on through Central Asia to China. Indeed, M. Berthelot had hinted 
not obscurely that the French might before long’ be found projecting: w Tine running 
through the northern parte of Asia Minor from the, Bosphorus towards Eraerum, and 
approaching the Persian border from that side. When this, happened, they might ike 
See ova Tuto and thougs in the dtvetion of the Porsian capital 

T told the Minister that these ambitious designs on the part. of our French 
neighbours did not altogether surpriss mo, as they seemed to, ft in very accurately 
With what I conccived to bo their-schemo’ of political expansion in the Kast, but T 
thought that his Government would be ill-advised to pay any attention to such projects 
for the time being, and that they bad much better proceod with the moro modest plan 
of the railways that werw required in the interests, not of forvign countries, but of 
Persia herself 

ite thitd topto of our conversation rolated to the impending danger from the 
Bolshovist forces tind agencies to the north and north-east of Khorasan. 

His Highness said that, bis Government were very much agitated at the serious 
charater of this menace, and they wished to know what. we could do to assist in 
ropolling it : 

T replied that we also realised the gravity of the situation, not a it actually 
oxiated, but aa it might devolop, and we were looking carefully into the matter. 
Meanwhile, we hud authorised you to advance up to 20,000, tomans monthly for the 
defence of Khorasan, and we bind asked you to advise us as to any othes steps to be 
taken to help the Persian Goyetument, should the emergency become noute, Besides 
this, from our own’ point of view wo were, considering the possible reinforcement, of 
Goneral Malleson’s force, and we would do everything in our power to cope with the 
situation béfore it became really dangerous 

"he Miniator raised a small point aboot damages claimed by British and other 
foreign. subjects froin the Persian Government owing to loss or detriment to property 
in Persia aifered during the wor, Ho implored the British Government to desist from 
these claims, which the Persian Government had no means to mest.

Tt has no effect at ull upon ‘Tabriz and South Cancasian situatién. [haveno lesire to

‘IN the course of @ conversation between one of the influential members of the 
Caveasian Azerbaidjan Delegation in Paris and a Persian diplomat the following 
points have come to light:— 

‘The Caucasian Averbaidjanis are split up into two parties: the Ittehad 
(Union) and the Mosavate (Equality). 

"The former is in favour of Persia, and the latter is Turkophil. The Mosavate 
party seems to be divided, in its turn, into two groups: the one entirely in sempathy 
Pith the Young Tnrks; the other, whilst not so openly allied to the Turks, is 
strongly inclined towards securing an Jodepenten ‘Azerbaidjan; it would, how- 
ever, be amenable to an understanding with the Ittehadis, should circumstances 
render such a course advisable. 

‘The Ittohadis maintain that'their party has the majority of the people at its 
back, and feally enjoys greater popularity with the masses, althongh in the last 
tleotions the Mosavate Party managed to get the upper hand and is now in power. 
‘The Tttehad Party. is, nevertheless, hopeful that. in the forthcoming elections the 

sition will be reversed in its fayour. 

‘This party is represented in the Delegation at Paris, and would welcome union 
with Persia and an Anglophil policy for ‘Caucasian Azerbaidjan, It deplores the 
Tact that Persia has not hitherto carried on a propaganda for the strengthening of 
hor position in Caucasion Azerbaidjan; possessing so many, subjects in Baku, 
Persia has neglected to send able and energetic representatives to work in her 
interests; contact and agreement with the Ittehadis, who are Perso) hil, and an 
exchange of views with them would have been profitable to her. ‘The Turks, on 
the other hand, with only a very small colony in Balu, are hard at work and have 
obtained results, 

‘At the same time, the member of the Azerbaidjani Delegation in question 
ay pproashed the Persian diplomat with the request that a telegram be wired to 
‘Teheran urging that instructions might be éent to the Persian consul at: Baku to 
meet the leader of the [ttehad Party and to deliver to him on bebalf of the Azer- 
baidjani Delegation in Paris a message in the following sense: — 

“ur position here is satisfactory; we haye thought fit to adopt a policy 
of union with Persia and of friendship with Great Britain. Care should be 
taken to avoid in Baku any opposition to this line of conduct. We have begun 
nogotiations through the Persian Minister, for Foreign Afairs with the British 
Guvernment; this should also be the policy of the Ittehad Party, Be of good 
cheer; do not be afraid of the Russians or of anybody else, and do not listen to 
them. ‘Keep this matter secret. Our written, report will reach yon in due 
course. You must exert every effort in the coming elections to obtain the 
majority at the polls, Do nol on any account enter into an agreement. with 
the Russians and beware of falling once more under their control.” 

It is manifest that the men in Paris are afraid of their people 
in Baku falling into the trap of the Russians and of Denikin’s 
party; they are aware that the Russians are trying to’ estrange them from the 
Bett ‘and to draw them into closer relations with themselves. Tt is also clear 
that their fear of Denikin is greater than their anxiety about the Bolshevists; 
indeed, they assert that if the English ever wish to enter into an agreement with 
the Bolshevists it will be very easy for them to provide for the separation of 
Caucasian Azerbaidjan from Russia; the Bolshevists will agree to this.

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‘The next extension of Persian territory was that which was to embrace a large 
slice of ‘Transcospia, starting from near Askabad, including Lutfabad, Tejend. 
‘Sarakhs, Mery, Yletan, and Penjdeh, as far south as Kushk. 

T asked the Minister if he really thought that there was the slightest uso in 
mH ‘such a proposal, ‘The country in question was at the present moment in the 
uilitary occupation either of the Bolshevists or the Afghans, or of both. What was 
the relation between these two parties it was dificult to determine, Although they 
were now ostensibly friendly, they might presently fall out. But that both of them, 
or either of them, would ever consent to surrender this triangle of territory to 
Persia was, I thought, out of the question, Sarakhs, it was true, bad been in Persian 
territory in the course of the last century; but Penjdeh was an Afghan place, which 
fad bosn stolen from the Afghans by the Russians; Merv was an important centre 
on the Transcaspian Railway, which no Government of that:region could be expected 
to surrender; and I failed to see what advantage there was in putting forward a 
Glaim which could be substantiated only by military occupation : an operation which 
the Persian forces were quite unable to undertake, and one in which we could not 
fgsist them, I could niot myself understand why the Persian Government. were not 
aaeteat with the line of the mountains, which Yoried a very good frontier in this 
region, and beyond which T thought they would be ill-adyised to endeavour to push. 

‘Nosret-cd:Dowleh answered that it, was solely a question of water; that trouble- 
some questions between the Persians and the transborder Turkomans and Russians 
wore continually arising over the waters of the streams that flowed into Khorasan ; 
dnd that, although the moment might not be propitious, the claims could be justified 
both by logic and by expediency. 

I replied that’ feared neither would be of much avail in the presence of a 
greatly stiperior enemy force, and that, personally, I thought the Persian Govern- 
Tent were mating a mistake in pressing, for instance, for a vonnection at some 

future date between their proposed Tehran-Meshed Railway and Lutfabad on the 
‘Parkoman side of the frontier. 

‘The Minister, I think, was persuaded that thig particular extension of territory 
was out of the question, and he went so far as to admit that it had been put forward 
onlly in order to, satisty the amour-propre of his Government. 

When ho subsequently put to me the question : Tf the rectification was not urged 
‘or conceded now, how could the, Persian Government ever afterwards obtain satis- 
faction? 1 reminded him that his country was a member of the League of Nations, 
and that it was to that body that reference should be made. 

‘He appeared to think this a somewhat slender and speculative form of protec- 
tion, and asked why his Government should not proceed to come to terms with the 
‘Afghang and the Bolshevists without delay, - 

To this 1 made the rejoinder that such an attitude appeared to. be quite 
inconsistent with his recent appeals to me to protect the frontier of Persia in that 
quarter from her hereditary enemies, and that if be srionsly contemplated entering 
{hto negotiations with the latter, he must not be surprised if the British force under 
Colonel Malleson, which we had been augmenting with a view to helping the 
Persians, was withdrawn from the scene of action. 

Mhis prospect, seemed somewhat to discourage the Minister, who hastily 
abandoned tho subject. 

‘The third rectification which the Minister had proposed was the absorption of a 
gart of Russian Armenia and ‘Azerbaijan from & point south of Erivan to the 

“aspian Sea. 

‘He Hind explained to me on a previous occasion that this was intended to include 
in Persian territory the watershed of the River Aras (or Araxes), fe. the streams 
flowing into the main channel from the north. 

T pointed out to his Highness that this was a proposal on the part of his Govern- 
ment to acquire Astara and Lenkoran on the Caspian coast, and Nakbichevan in the 
interior, I reminded him that, at the present moment, his Government were 
contemplating diseussions with the Azerbayjan Government, and T asked him what 
‘the latter would think of their Persian friends, and what would be the chance of 
suiocess, if the first indication of friendship on the part of the Persians was.a demand 
for a considerable slice of territory, bringing them almost up to Baku? 

‘The Minister conceded the point about the Caspian ports, but seemed to think 
that the demands in the interior were quite reasonable, and that his Government

T HAVE the honour to inform your Highness that Ihave given careful consideration 
to tho felegram, which vou vere 80 good 98 to hand to Lord Hardings of Penshurst_on 
the 16th instant regarding the claims for territorial adjustment which the Porsian 
Government desire to submit to the Supreme Council in Parts,

and independently of any support on tho part of His Majosty's Governments (2) a 
fhors moderate assertion of Persian desiderata backed by the support of His Majesty's 
Government, 

Te does not appear to me to be possible to combine these two alternatives in the 
shang whioh, aa gather, 1s now proposed. 

Your Highness suggested, L understand, that the Persian Cabinet would be 
utistied woro'n resolution to be recorded by the Peace Conference. to the effect that 
(the Conference recognises that the territorial claints of Persia in Transcaspia are

With regard to frontier questions and certain remarks made by Lord Curzon in 

conversation with your Highness, I think it necessary to sat forth the matter very

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.,. Whew the agreement betwen Great Britain and Perbia was signed, the general 
situation in the world, as far as Persia is concemed, was not very different from shat it 
ie to-day. ‘The: position in Russin and Bolshevism, conditions in Afghanistan and 
Kurdistan, were more or less the same as they are now. No one knew better than 
Lord Curzon and Sir Percy Cox that Persia lucked necossary means and {ores 

‘The object of the agreement was to help Persia to restore internal’ order, recover 
her prestige, and acquire a strong position in the Middle East. If the letter of the 
agreement, and the spirit in which the negotiations were carried on in Tebran fot 
several months, are ait a sufficient proof of this, the speeches of Lord Curzon and your 
Highness's replies, the assurances. given foi every quarter and on all occasions, 
especially ns regards the restoration of Persia to her former gréntness and to. the 
important position due to her in Asia, should leave no room for pave, Tndeed, these 
same declarations and assurances have served as « weapon of defence in my hands and 
in those of your Highness against the attacks on intornal sind external foo and critics 
who liave not yet given up hope, aud who still look upon us and the agreement with augur 
and resentment. If ever the people become conscious of the fact that the pirpise and 
spirit of the agrosinent are neglected and iguored, you may rest assured that frietde 
and foes will join bands againat both of us, and against tie agreemont, and all British 
influence; in such contingency no umount of repression will avail, and it is quite 
possible that upheavals like those in Fgypt and Afghanistan may take place in Persih, 
the least result of which would be the’ sacrifice of the agreement. It is my duty to 
Goroee that the arnalest degree of unwatives in the probont creumstances will most 
certainly Iend to a catastrophe ; already there are ominous signs, andT can justly laim 
that alone have hitherto stemmed the tide, 

Your Highness says that Lord Curzon assures you that he himself aud the British 
dclegates will not oppove the dlains of Persia wen they axe submitted to the Pench 
Conference. An indifferent attitude on the part of the representatives of Great Britain 
would not suffice: their nctive support will be edsoutial to our cause, mote especially as 
our requests are quite moderste-and justifiable, 

Again, Lord Curzon states that'as Turkestan and Nakhdjavan ate not purt of the 
tervitories of the vanguished Powers, the Conforence is not competent: to deal with t

of Finland, Poland, and other northern provinoes from old Russia, and the'fuot that the 
Centres bas interfere in thei afar, should show that there rv exceptions to the 
rile, 

Morvover, it appears difficult: to understand how the Groat Powers, and espectally 
Great Britain, whose interest. in the maintonanes. of order and tranquillity in Central 
Asia is paramount, could afford to delay indetinitely the settlement of the problema 
brought into being by the complete and certain breuk-up of the former Rivsian Bmpire; 
by, putting off this final readjustment: they are, aming other evils, tolerating the 
existence im the Transeaspian provinces of a hot-bed! of anarchy and untost which 
threatens to spread and extend to all the neighbouring countries: 

Your Highness represents Lord Curzon’ as saying that the Afghans, baving joined 
hands with the Bolsheviks, are flloving « facreachiog polioy in hath and pretondl to 
certain rights on Mery, Bokhara, and other districts in ‘Transoaspia, ‘This is moro 
reason why Great Britain should help Persia to counteract such ambitions fraught with 
evident dingers to the vital interests of the two countsien. Persia's rights on Mory and 
Sarakbs, and generally in Turkestan, are well-founded and ancient, whilat. the pretens 
sions of Afighanistan are based on brute force Are not Persia's relations aud associations 
with Great Britain inore friendly and intimate than those of Afghanistan ? 

Tt has also been asserted that the Afghans, are now pressing on in those regions 
with considerable forces. True, but Persia also began such tacties in Sarakhe and 
occupied some territory thera in deference to the wishes of the inhabitants; nevertheless, 
instead of receiving encouragement and support from Great Britain, they wore mado to 
evacuate Sarakhs. Finally, in order to arrive at a clear understanding of the situation, 
it would be well to enquire whether Persian or Afghan intervention in Turkestan is 
more in accord with British interests, and whether any other policy but strong 
co-operation with Persia will save Great Britain from the conséquerices of the dangerous 
line taken up by the Afghans. It must not be forgotten that the Afghans are norr 
embittered against Persia on necotnt of our friendabip with England, and if at thi crisis 
effective support is denied to Persia, the Afghans will thereby have been indireotly 
encouraged in the pursuit of their ambitions. 

On the other hand, the soundness of the view of Lord Curzon that our claima in 
the Caucasus are in conflict with the initiation of friendly relations with the Caucasian 
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Azerbaijan Repnblic, and with the steps taken to draw them ultimately into union with 
Peoria and this policy would seein to be approved and welcomed by Lord Gurzon— 
‘and his Lordship’s scepticism as to their agreeing with our demands, must to a certain 
extent be admitted, but it is certain that if the Caucasian Azerbaijan Government, 
whose very status depends entirely on the decision of the Conference, are made to feel 
that Great Britain and the Allied and Associated Powers will recognise and support 
Porsia’s rights in Nakhdjavan and the district of Moghan and! Astara, they will have no 
alternative but to yield. A 

‘As regards Kurdistan, {am glad to note that, in principle, Lord Curzon is in 
agreement with our views. 

‘Apart from the above consideration, T feel bound to add that the vital! question 
now lies in the proper interpretation of the spirit of ‘the agreement and its execution in 
the {rue sense ns we understand it, and as we have explained it to the people; if the 

urport and intent of the agreement are still what we understood them to be, and 
Feet Curzon's speeches ae this view, then this agreement will bring to Persia 
strength and power and enable her to become an important factor in the Middle Kast 
‘and the link between East and West; it will also render feasible the task of the 
Persian Government to procure progress and prosperity for the country with Great 
Britain’s assistance, But if, on the contrary, as I am led to suppose from your 
Highness's telogra the British Government are reluctant to incur heavy charges in 
respect to Persia aud, in view of probable contingencies, they hesitate to increase their 
commitments to the extent of even not being inclined to give effective moral support to 
Porsia in order that she may obtain recognition at the Conference for her moderate 
and legitimate claims, then it must be said that the agreement: is being interpreted in 
f narrower and more restricted sense and in quite a different spirit from the one we 
‘gave out to the people. 

Tf such be the case, we shall be deprived of the means of resisting the fierce 
onslaughts of the opponents of the agreement and of those who encourage an opposite 
policy. in Persia, for it cannot be denied that with a half-hearted and hesitatin, 
attitude not only will the interests and rights of the country be jeopardised, but al 
that we have been anxiously at pains for a long time to set up will only have served to 
expose your Highness and mysulf to everlasting reorimination and execration, 

T consider it necessary that you should put the matter clearly and frankly before 
Tord Curzon in order that by a prudent anticipation of contingent events your ‘ighness: 
and myself may fulfil the duty we owe not only to our country but also to our friendly 
relations with Great Britain.
